Settlements Wiped Out. 

Settlements and farm houses have 
been wiped out, timber lands destroyed 
and hundreds of persons rendered reed 
less. 

It is impossible to estimate the finan- 
cial loss, but, figured on the basis of Jo- 
cal conditions, it is probabie that hun- 
dreds of thousands of dollars’ worth of 
property have been destroyed. 

The loss in the immediate vicinity of 
Marquette is over $50,000, involving only 
the destruction of personal property and) 
net including the devastation of timber 
lands or damage to railroad property. 

The town of Quinesec and several 
hamlets in the Menominee iron range 


are reported wiped out. Northwest of 
Snraustte, the town of Birch. where 
the Northern Lumber Co. has fully _. 
00 worth of property, was threatened 

with destruction and men were sent 


from here by special train to fight Ahe 
flames. ; 

Because of the destruction of tele- 
graph poles, wires are down in all dl- 
rections and communication by that 
means is impossible. Unless rain falls 
s)0n much more havoc will be wrought as 
the woods are very dry. 

Kighteen towns and villages ranging 
in population from 20 to 3000, were com- 
pletely or partially destroyed by the 
forest fires. 

Several unidentified bodies have been 
found by rescuing parties and those fa- 
miliar with fires of this nature and with 
the situation in the woods declare that 
when the result is fully known the life 
loss will be heavy. Some of the lum- 
ber camps and homesteaders homes 
were so quickly surrounded by fire that 
their escape, was thought to be impos- 


sible.

THE CORRUPT PASS SYSTEM. 
The contrast between the emphatic commendation 
of the no-pass rule adopted by the railroads, from 
Chairman Niedringhaus of the Republican State 








Committee, and the whining protest of Chairman 


Evans of the Democratic State Committee, is start- 
ling, and should suggest to the Missouri Democ- 
racy that its organization still needs regeneration. 

It is gratifying to note that Gov. Folk has no 
doubt of the impropriety of the railroads supply- 
ing free passes to delegates, and of the wisdom and 
propriety of cutting off all such favors. He de- 
nounces the practice as an offense as great morally 
as the offense of giving passes to State officials, 
which is prohibited by statute. He emphasizes the 
moral obligation of the delegate to a political con- 
vention. As a citizen charged with the duty of ex- 
pressing the will of the people in party action, his 
responsibility to the public is scarcely less than that 
of a public officer. The dirty work of corrupt ele- 
ments is done in the party conventions. 

In view of the Governor's} utterances, Chairman 
Evans should see a light. We should realize the in- 
congruity of a pitiful plea for railroad favors and for 
a continuation of the alliance between the railroads 
and the party organizations on the part of the head 
of a great party which professes to be the reform 
party of the State, and whose reform Governor has 
denounced railroad influence in politics, declaring 
that he will drive the lobbyists out of Jefferson City, 
and has warned legislators that they must accept 
no more passes from the railroads. If Chairman 
Evans cannot see that he has rendered himself inel- 
igible for party leadership, the members of the party 
should convince him of that fact in the shortest pos- 
sible time. 

Not less discreditable than Chairman Evans’ pro- 
test is its approval by Judge Samuel Davis, who is 
a candidate for the Supreme bench before the Demo- 
cratic judiciary convention. Judge Davis admits 
that it would be bribery for a candidate to supply 
passes to delegates, but can see no harm in the giving 
of passes to the delegates by the railroads. His 
view indicates an incapacity to discern moral dis- 
tinctions which disqualifies him for the Supreme 


vy bench. 


If giving $1,000,000 worth of transportation a 
year to politicians, delegates and legislators, which 
is the estimate of a well-informed railroad man as 
to the value of political free transportation, is not 
wholesale bribery in effect, we do not know what 
ought to be designated as bribery. The raffroads are 
not philanthropists in politics. Why should they 
have appropriated so vast a sum, amounting to 4 
per cent on $25,000,000, for politicians and officials, 
if they did not expect compensating returns in polit- 
ieal and legislative action? In one year the value 
of the free passes given to legislators in this State 
amounted to $131,000. Was this costly gift pure 
philanthropy? To intelligent men the question is 
not open to argument. 
| But the appalling statement of the extent of rail- 
road bribery through the pass system and the amaz- 
ing attitude of a few Democratic leaders have made 
it necessary to emphasize its character as bribery 
and to show the Democracy the necessity of repudi- 
ating this damaging and degenerate practice by for- 
mal declaration and by the shelving of the men who 
defend it.

After he had published the showing of the 
records for the vindication of the city, Chicago pa- 
pers pointed out that with “practically one murder 
every other day,” the need for improvement was, to 
say the least, obtrusive, regardless of Lawyer Cle- 
pland’s possible exaggerations. 

This spirit of violent lawlessness operates from 
the bottom of society. Men of different degrees 
of intelligence are affected in different ways by the 
same spirit, each after his own fashion. 

The most important question of life in Chicago 
and elsewhere is clearly presented by such a record. 
It is whether the general spirit which controls or 
tends to control the community comes from the bot- 
tom or from the top and whether at the top it is 
actually a spirit of regard for law.

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THE DEVELOPMENT OF MODERN EUROPE. 


Under the title of “The Development of the European Nations,” J. Hol- 
land Rose of Christ's College, Cambridge, has written a clear and instructive 
history of the progress of Europe between the years 1870 and 1900. It is 
chiefly a history of statesmanship and military action, the social and in- 
dustrial growth beimg only incidentally noticed. During the brief period 
covered many great changes and numerous stirring events have taken place. 
The chapters devoted to the Afghan and Turkoman campaigns, Gordon and 
the Sudan and the partition of Africa are as interesting as a well written 
romance. The author’s scholarship and breadth of view are apparent, and 
he sets forth the great qualities of his characters in inspiring phrases. 
We become well acquainted with such men as Skobeleff, Chinese Gordon, Lord 
Roberts of Candahar and other men who were conspicuous for courage and 
leadership. i 

The work is unique, perhaps, for its insight into the modern colonizing 
activity of Europe, both in Asia and Africa. The author could find little 
to chronicle in the home life of the nations themselves, Which he describes 
as “almost barren of great formative movements such as had ennobled the 
previous decades.” The Europe of the last 15 years of the nineteenth 
century he describes as an “over-governed, over-drilled continent welter- 
ing in its riches and its discontent, its militarism and moral weakness,” 
and he sees the best hope of progress in “events farther afield which carried 
on the State-buijJding process to lands as yet chaotic or ill-organized.” 

So the history of this period, as here surveyed, leads us to a view of 
what may be called the Greater Europe, with its vast new or oversea pos- 
sessions, represented by colonies in Africa which completely dwarf the 
mother countries. “It is manifest that the partition of Africa is the greatest 
event in statesmanship and national growth that the world has ever seen. 
Mr. Rose so treats it, and his chapters showing how it has come about and 
its probable results are illuminating and full of interest. (New York:\ G.

Jones had previously 
assisted William G. Frank, another 
Irish athlete, by enabling him to ac- 
company the American Olympic team to 
Greece.

Thus we may take it that athletic 
means not the mere practice of or par- 
ticipation in manly sports but the 
achievement of superlative excellence in 
them. 

My English correspondent holds, and I 
agree with him, that Britons do not 
seek perfection of public performance 
as much as private pleasure when they 
practice manly sports.

Mrs. Mary Le Engle, known to almost 
everybody in East St. Louis as the 
“Queen of tne isiand,” a title acquired 
through variéus encounters with resi- 
dents of the southern part of that city, 
sald to a Post-Dispatch reporter Satur- 
day that her former husband was in 
error in charging her with making use 
of a stone and a pair of brass “knucks”’ 
in thetr encounter, in which he “took tne 


count.’ 

“[T never used weapons in fighting 
with my husband,” said the ‘queen’ 
indignantly. “I can lick him any day 
with my bare fists. I have done it lots 
of times, and I am not going to begin 
using ‘knucks’ now. No, sir, I had 
nothing but two pieces of bread and 
my two bare fists, and I guess that was 
plenty for him.’ 

The “queen” tives at 522 West Mis- 
souri avenue. Neighbors called Satur- 
day to congratulate her on the manner 
in which she knocked out her former 
husband, Peter Le Engle. in less than 
one round, and was in consequence ar- 
rested. 

“I don’t think,” she told them, ‘that 
the bread I hit him with "was harder 
than any other bread. It's my knuckles 
that’s hard. They are as hard as rocks, 
and I don’t need any brass ones when 
I have a scrap.’ 

“But why did you attack your hus- 
band when he only came to see his 
children?" asked a neighbor. “Didn't 
the Judge say when he divorced you 
from him that he was to be permitted 
to see the children whenever he 
wished?" 

“That's. what the Judge said, but he 
don’t Know Peter like I do. Peter 
don’t care nothin’ for them children, 
and he don't want to see them. He 
just comes around to pester me, and 
I'm not going to be pestered by him.”

Mrs, Le Engle is also accused of at- 
tacking F. B. Wagoner, one of her 
boarders, and putting dim out of com- 
mission with a well-directed swing on 
the heaa. She does not deny the 
charge. 

‘“T always keep a baseball bat be- 
hind my door, she said, when asked 
about the battering of Wagoner. “it 
is there now, and Wagoner knows I 
can use it. If he doubts it and wants 
to come back to pick another quarrel 
with me, I will show him again.” 

Wagoner is said to have proposed 
moving away from Mrs. Le Engle’s 
boarding house and leaving East St. 
Louis. When he told Mrs. Le Engle? 
about his plans, she is said to have 
told him that East St. Louis was good 
enough for anybody. When he per- 
sisted in his determination to leave, 
she is said to have remonstrated gent- 
ly with the bat. She will appear be- 
fore Justice Boyne in this case. 

Mrs. Le Engle says she is 33 years 
old and has never been “licked” by 
any one, though she has taken part in 
a large number of battles.

Clerks Formerly Asked for 
Transportation, but Sys- 
tem Was Changed. 


Will the railroads ‘apply the new anti-

In view of the decision of the railroads 
not to issue free transportation to the 
political convention in Missouri this year.

That the railroads have been gener- 
ous to St. Louis’ municipal employes, 
particularly heads of departments and 
assemblymeéen who desired free railroad 
tickets for themselves, eair families 
and their friends, is a matter of general 
knowledge in political circles. 

Thomas J, Leonard, assistant clerk of 
the House of Delegates, admitted to a 
Post-Dispatch reporter that the rail- 
roads had extended courtesies to the 
delegates and officials of the House. 


Must Make Personal Request. 
“If a member wants a pass from the 
railroad he must request it himself,’’ 
said Mr. Leonard. -It was formerly the 


custom for the. clerk to request such 
favors. 

“About two years ago the railroads 
notified the Clerkof the House and Sec- 
retary of the Council that these requests 
would have to come.personally from the 
assemblymen themselves. So far as I 
a, aware that rule has been lived up 
OQ 
Sev retary ‘Mochler of the Council said: 

“Since 1 have been Secretary of the 
Council I probably have not requested 
transportation for the members a dozen 
times:. I am .sure that.two-thirds of the 
present Couneil would not ride on a rail- 
road pass. Once in awhile we get a 
half-rate ticket for a constituent, but 
that is about the extent of our demands 
for favors from the railroads.’’ 

H. C. Townsend, general passengez 
agent of the Missouri Pacific and St. 
Louis, Iron Mountain & Southern Rail- 
way )systenis, said: . 

“I /don’t know whether members otf 
the House of Delegates or other city.of- 
ficials are getting passes from the Mis- 
svurl Pacific Raltiroad. 

“Some years ago a vice-president of 
the company came here from New York 
and I had quite a talk with him about 
these things. In the course of the con- 
versation he said: ‘Townsend, you seil 
the tickets and I’ ul attend to the issu- 
ance-of the passes.’ The suggestion has 
been followed.”’ 


Action Is Not General. 


At the office of the general manager 
of the Missouri Pacific it was stated 
that no action had been taken by the 
railroads with reference’ to the pass 
question save in so far as it applied to 
political conventions. 

A member of the House of Dele- 
gates, who would not allow his name 
to be used, said: 

“I heard recently that the railroads 
intend to cut off our free transporta- 
tion. Some say it is. because. the 
boards of directors of the various 
railroad corporations are anxious to 
Suspend the free list entirely. 

“Others declare that the order will 
apply only to the House of Delegates, 
as we haven't acted promptly enough 
on certain measures affecting t 
railroads. 

“For instance, I understand the 
Frisco is sore because we haven't 
passed that Terminal bil] of theirs, 
und the Missouri Paeific is trying to 
get certain switching privileges.”

The attorneys’ arguments in Mrs. Lina, 
Elizabeth Sangster’s suit for $10,000 dam-» 


ages against Mrs. Hatch of Jack- 
sonville for the alleged alienation of 
her husband’s affections were conclud- 
ed late yesterday = and the case 
was given to the jury 

The. plaintiff’s husband,. Seton W. 
Sangster, was indicted in Chicago on 
Nov. 4 last on charges made by his 
wife, who alleged-that he sent to her 
and her dnughter a box of poisoned 
candy. The child, Margaret. aged 12, 
was made seriously ill, and Prof. W. 
Haines of Rush Medical College re- 
ported to the police that a chemical 
analysis proved that the candy, which 
was sent in a suit case, contained suf- 
ficient arsenic to cause death. 

Sangster was arrested in Lawrence, 
Kan., before the indictment was found. 
He waived all rights to defense in Kan- 
sas and returned to Chicago without 
requisition papers. He declined to dis- 
cuss the case, making no statements 
as to his guilt or innocence. 

Glad Husband Arrested. 

The Sangsters were married in New- 
ton, Kan., in 1884. They lived in Bloom- 
ington, ill., until last summer. Then 
Mrs. Sangster and her daughter went 
to Chicago, taking a small apartment in 
Hyde Park. Sangster is said to have 
semt money regularly and to have writ- 
ten to his wife occasionally. When 
Sangster was arrested his wife said: ‘I 
am glad. I can now live and not be in 
constant fear of my life.’ 

A peculiar phase of the wife’s suit for 
alienation was t..e declaration of Mrs. 
Hatch, the defendant, that she never 
heard of the Sangsters, and positively 
did not know the man whose love she is 
accused of winning.
